girl named Guglia Setacci, who was a 
wonder of beauty among all the painters 
and sculptors. Two noted sculptors, 
who were brothers, Ernesto and Gabriel 
Bagnagetti, fell desperately in love with 
the siren, who was as coquettish as she 
was beautiful, and the result was a 
fierce quarrel, in which Ernesto was 
killed, after which the beautiful cause 
of the fratricide fled with a young brig- 
and, while the murderer escaped the law 
only to fall a victim to the most rack- 
ing and maddening remorse. The image 
of the dead brother returned to him in 
the guise of love, as he hj4 been before 
he beautiful Guglia had estranged 
hem, 
and his love for the woman 


urned to bitter hate. He conceived 
what the Italians believe in as a sort of 
upcrstition and duty, a vendetta; that 
s, a sworn vengeance. He disguised 
rimself, and, upon the report of a visit 
o Paris, frequented the haunts of the 
hicves and brigands of Rome, where 
Guglia habitually went, rle Was not 
ong in finding her, but it took six 
months to persuade her into his resi- 
dence and win her confidence, which he 
did, however, at last, and under so pcr- 
cct a disguise that she never suspected 
who he was. In carrying out his ven- 
detta he had become poor, and was 
obliged to work at wood carving to make 
alivelihood. He carved figures of saints, 
and the work was so beautiful that the 
saints never waited long for purchasers. 
One day (iuglia disappeared suddenly, 
and tluce days afterward her mangled 
corpse was found in the Tiber, but who 
the murderer was nobody could even 
suspect 
The wood-carver disappeared 


ten days afterward, and in his room the 
landlord found the blood-stained gar- 
ments of the beautiful model-girl, and a 
sculptor's keen tool, with evidences on 
it ot the crime; so that it was plain that 
Gugha's last friend—the wood-carver— 
had°done it. But where to find it was 
the question which no detective could 
answer. In the meantime the sculptor, 
who had been supposed to be visiting 
Paris, appeared in Rome again. A month 
ago, long after the crime had ceased to 
interest anybody, an artist happened to 
be in the police headquarters and no- 
ticed a figure in wood of St. Sebastian, 
and was so much struck by its beauty 
that he inquired why and how it came 
in such a place.

THE OLD "HUTCH" OF NEW ORLEANS. 


When he takes snuff all the other brok 
era sneeze. As member of the first firm 
in point of volume of business, he re- 
ceives and disposes of more than 100,- 
000 bales of cotton annually. He is 
the heaviest exporter. 
He has con- 


stantly the largest supplies on hand. 
For instance, when cotton sold soon 
after the crop was marketed for eight 
cents and a fraction, he kept back the 
bulk of his crop. 
He has sold most of 


it since February. 
Last week ho let a 


lot go for 11 and 12 cents. He still 
has 1,100 bales back, on which he ex-, 
pccts to realize over 13 cents, as cotton 
is advancing. "If I hadn't waited," 
said Mr. Richardson, "I would have quit 
loser on the year. 
But I'll make a lit- 


tle something on last year's crop, and, 
if the indications for this year don't fail, 
or this exodus don't break things, I 
ought to clear $50,000 to $100,000 on 
this year." 
Mr. Richardson was not 


boasting. These statements were pried 
out of him by questions on other points. 
His shrewdness as a cotton-dealer is 
evidenced, moreover, by the fact that, 
while he is selling at the highest price, 
be bought at the lowest. As chief 
owner of 


THE COTTON AND WOOLEN MILLS 


at Wesson, Miss., in which he now runs 
10,000 spindles and is putting in 5,000 
more, he-has to buy 4,300 bales of cot- 
ton annually near the mills, when he 
docs not plant himself. All this was 
put in at eight cents and a fraction per 
pound. If it could be sold now the 
profit on it would be about $35,000. 
This would make it worth while to close 
the mills, but for the throwing of the 
operatives out of employment. It is 
not a simple thins hero, where new 
hands would bo hard to obtain, to shot 
down work and let the operatives go ; 
and on this account Mr. Richardson has 
not attempted to reduce wages during 
all the hard times. H8 says, indeed,

THESE COTTON MILLS ARE PROFITABLE, 
and there is consequently no. reason 
why wages should be reduced.

ly on the capital invested. The cotton 
they use is all bought at the door, and 
costs usually two and a fraction cents 
less per pound than that used in Massa- 
chusetts.

stillleft more money than they know 
how to employ.

away from Government bonds—by the 
prospect of only 4 per cent; but they 
are after investments that will yield 10 
to 12 per cent. 


RICHARDSON ON THE EXODUS. 


The opinion of such a man on the 


emigration question seemed to me bet- 
ter worth having than that of twenty 
ordinary planters. I asked him what he 
thought the cause of the movement was. 
He said he could not tell, and nobody 
could tell. The negroes, he believed, 
did not know themselves. In some 
counties where they were as safe in 
their political rights as any planters 
were, they were badly demoralized; iu 
other counties, where they were badly 
bulldozed, they were quiet. High rents 
might have something to do with it in 
one place, and political 
troubles in 


another; but in many he believed the 
main cause was simple blind credulity 
and ignorant follow-my-leader principles.
